Horic add has much the same con¬ 
stituency as Imrax. and no thinking 
housewife would pjace in the food of 
her family AO agency deadly enough 
to be used as a common fiousejiold 


remedy for lighting ants KYid'otTier 

pests. 

Salicylic add is well known as a 
poisonous substance and should ill uo 
Instance be used as a food preserva¬ 
tive. The Federal Food and Drug 
act prohibits the use of harmful pre¬ 
servatives that enter commerce and 
most states* now (prohibit the sale of 
products so preserved but neither of 
these agencies is able to reach the 
housewife who uses such preserva¬ 
tives in canning for home consump¬ 
tion. Enormous profits have been 
made by the manufacturers of pre¬ 
serving powders. Home canners 
should not lie deceived by the fancl- 
Rd names under which the products 
are marketed. Somewhere upon the 
box will lie found a statement of the 
chemical contents of the package. 

There is no-neces sity for the use of 
harnmn j>reser\ A dtives of- Arty soft, 1 
Every housewife has available the 
liesl and cheapest panning preserva¬ 
tive known which Is heat. Fruits 
and vegetables. If properly washed,

LIEUTENANT HODGSON. Of THE BRITISH 
ARMY. RILLED IN BATTLE WAS A 
RESIDENT OF POCAHONTAS 

Lieutenant Christopher Hodgson, 
who lived at Llnnwood, tills county, 
was killed June 17th. He left ben 
for England to volunteer In the sum¬ 
mer of 1915. He was a fine young 
m*n. and his untimely death Is de¬ 
plored by his many friends In Poca¬ 
hontas. The following Is from an 
English paper:—

a«tlon of Lieutenant Christopher 
Hodgson, second son of the Rector of 
Beddlngton, Croydon, England. He 
was born In 1*«3, and educated at the

tils brother farming. lie returned 
home In May, 1!»I5, and Joined the 
2nd West Lancashire R. K. A. In 
December of the saint) year he went 
with his battery to France, and took 
part In both the big pushes. He was 
Wounded on Sunday, June 17th, and 
died the same day, Without ever re¬ 
gaining consciousness after-being hit. 
His O. C. writes of him as follows: "I 
found him invaluable, always so 
cheery and energetic. I had been 
with him on Saturday, and we spent 
some together, going round the bat¬ 
tery position, discussing impove- 
ments. The officers of his batterv 
and the brigade will miss him very 
much, and I am sure the the non¬ 
commissioned officers and men of his 
battery will miss him also: he was al- 
ways.so interested In their comfort 
and safety, and never spared himself 
when lie thought by taking a certain 
line of action he could help others." 

A fellow officer writes: "There nev¬ 
er was any one more lilted to be an 
officer! he was-always cheerful what¬ 
ever happened, keen an h'ls work,both 
the guns and other duties, and 
rajide himself one of the most popular 
officers in the brigade, both with offi¬ 
cers and men.

Impending water and light famine as 
to make public ownership necessary. 
Cheap electricity Is hardly lawslhle 
In a plant operated by expensive coal 
as a power producer. The t#wn can 
well afford to Investigate more thor¬ 
oughly before committing Itself to 
the purchase, repair and operation of 
the light plant.
